The  KarnuTs"  IViiltrv  IKmim.',  luTeiii 
ileKCribeJ,  is  built  to  house  icxi  layini;  hens  and  pullets. 

A  Poultry  House  Ml'ST  be  dry,  well  ventilated,  and  .\el  Tree  Iroin  dr.ilts.  Ihis  is  hesi  oblalried 
bv  buildin);  the  cotton-front,  open-front  style  of  Poultry  House,  nith  a  straw  loft.  This  st\  le  has 
the  added  advantH).;e  of  heintj  the  cheapest  form  of  I'oullrv  House  to  huikl. 

A  type  known  as  the  Lennox  Poultry  House  has  bcoii  desijjned  fur  this  t'ouiUv.  This  s|\le  of 
house  ha.s  been  thoroughly  tested  in  this  climate.  It  Is  Iniilt  on  the  fresh-.iir  idea,  «ith,nit  heiiif;  lim  cold. 
The  best  recommendation  lor  this  house  is  that  over  a  do/en  Poultry  Houses  from  this  plan  have  been 
built  in  the  County  of  Lennox  and  .^ddinjjton.  and  the  farmers  i,'i)t  more  ciiJjl;,  the  past  severe  winter  than 
they  ever  did  before  with  old-style  Poul        Houses. 

Open-front  hou.ses  are  tcxi  cold  I  this  climali.  ,  shed-roof  houses  are.  as  a  rule,  cold  and  damp; 
and  too  much  (flass  renders  a  Poultry  House  too  warm  in  the  day  lime  and  too  cold  at  ni)^ht,  the  ),'reat 
range  of  temperature  beinj;  injurious  to  the  fowl,  while  a  jflass  front  house  is  always  damp.  The  cotton- 
front  straw-loft  idea  is  the  best  house  yet  evolved,  but  the  front  of  the  house  must  be  about  one-third 
cotton,   one-third   iflass  and  one-third   wood,   as  experience  has  demonstrated   these  proportions  ,is   the

In  Winter  the  cotton  frames  are  kept  cloxed  at  nij^hl  aiul  on  ilorniy  iliiy«»,  and  are  opened  on  all 
bright,  Nunny  dayx.  The  nun  NhineM  into  every  corner  of  this  house  sometime  during;  the  dav,  and  the 
cold,  dry,  frewh  air  and  sunliKht  makew  the  fowl  healthy  and  \  iKorotiK.  Cold,  drv  air  does  not  hurt  u 
fowl ;  it  is  damp  air.      DampneNK  hrin^N  diMea><e  and  \o%%  of  vi^or. 

In  Summer  the  cotton  frames  are  hinged  to  the  ceiling;  and  letl  i>pen  all  Summer,  making  the 
houne  «n  open-air  one.     The  straw  is  removed  each  Sprinjf,  and  renewed  in  the  Kail. 


THE  LENNOX  POULTRY  HOUSE 

The  Lennox  Poultry  House  is  built  i()  feet   wide  and  .?o  leel  lonj;.      It  contains  tw 
feet  by  15  feet,  and  each  pen  will  accommodate  50  hens  or  pullets,  a  total  capacitv  of  i<x>. 
The  house  must    face  the  south,  and  there 
are  no  windows  on  the  west,  north  or  east  ~ 

sides.  The  door  is  best  placed  at  the  east 
end,  near  the  front  of  the  house.  If  it  is 
necessary,  to  enter  the  house  from  the  west 
end,  the  tloor  should  be  placed  in  the  front 
at  the  south-west  corner.  Never  place  the 
door  in  the  west  end,  as  this  will  cause 
drafts. 

The  walls  are  8  feet  hijfh.  Kor  joists  use 
2  in.  by  4  in.  scantling,  placed  2  feet  apart. 
The  outside  of  the  building  should  be  board- 
ed with  rouffh  lumber,  and  covered  with 
heavy    building'    paper,    and    finished    with

To  build  the  Straw  loft,  poles  or  beams  should 
be  put  overhead  at  a  heiffht  off)'.,  feet  above  the 
floor-level.  If  beams  are  used,  use  plank  i  in.  by 
(>  in.  by  if>  feet.  These  are  placed  on  edjfe  3  feet 
apart,  and  may  be  covered  with  woven  wire 
fencinf;  to  hold  the  straw  up.  The  straw  must  be 
packed  close  to  the  eaves,  and  should  lie  a  foot 
thick  after  settliii)^.  ,\  narrow  runway  of  hoards 
should  be  laid  for  use  in  putting  in  and  removiuff 
stra-.v.  Ill  each  end  of  the  loft  are  small  doors 
hinjjed  at  the  top  to  swini,'  outward.  These  are 
used  lor  veiitii.ition.  The  west  one  is  closed  in 
Winter,  and  the  east  one  opened.  In  Summer 
both  doors  are  left  open. 

The  front  of  the  house  is  illustrated  in  Fijfure 
J.  The  windows  are  alternately  jflass  and  cot- 
ton. The  windiiws  should  he  .it  least  20  inches 
abov  e  the  floor,  so  that  w  hen  the  cotton  is  opened 
a  draft  will  not  strike  the  fowl's  head.  The  win- 
dows should  start  about  4  feet  from  the  end 
walls,  so  as  to  prevent  drafts.  The  jflass  win- 
dows are  standard  ij  pane  size,   outside  measure- 


dows  are  standard  ij  pane  size,  outside  measure- 
ment 3  ft.  10  in.  by  2  ft.  4'.,  in.  These  Klilss  windows  do  not  need  to  be  made  to  open.  The  cotton 
windows  are  made  the  same  size,  on  wooden  frames,  and  are  hinjrcd  from  the  top  to  open  INVV'-ARD. 
They  hook  to  the  beam:,  overhead.  Wire  screen  is  placed  on  the  outside  of  the  openin^'■s  where  cotton  is 
used.  This  may  be  small  wire  screen  to  keep  out  the  sparrows,  or  il  square  ij-inch  iron  mesh  is  used  it 
will  prevent  snow  blowinjj  ihroutfh.

This  is  a  sh.iple,  clean  nest  that  is  perfectlv 
satisfactorv. 
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A  CiOOD  COLONY  HOUSE 

A  Colom  House  is  a  small,  portable  hen  house,  that  may  K  drawn  lioni  place  to  place  on  the 
farm.  They  are  especially  adapted  for  rearing  chickens.  By  the  use  of  portable  hovirs,  chicks  may  be 
taken  from  the  incubator  and  reared  in  these  Colony  Houses.  As  smm  as  the  chickens  are  old  enough  to 
do  without  artificial  heat,  the  hovers  are  removed.  Karly  in  Iho  se.isoii  a  ^^>od  location  for  the  Colony 
Houses  is  in  the  orchard,  where  there  is  lots  of  shade  and  jfrass.  Later,  the  houses  may  be  hauled 
alongside  a  com  field,  and  the  chicks  allowed  to  forage  amonj:  the  corn.  Prof.  W.  R.  llri.ham.  l'rofess..r 
of  Poultry  Husbandry,  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College,  lluelph.  has  had  excellent  results  in  rearing 
chickens  in  this  manner.  After  the  grain  is  harvested,  the  Colony  Houses  may  be  Hauled  out  into  the 
grain  fields,  and  the  chickens  pick  up  the  grain  that  would  otherwise  be  wasted.  t  September,  the 
Colony  Hou.ses  may  be  hauled  to  the  barn,  the  selected  pullets  put  into  the  laying  Poultry  House,  and 
the  surplus  cockerels  put  into  crates  and  crate-fattened. 

The  advantages  of  a  Colony  House  in  rearing  chickens  are  th.l  by  shutting  the  door  vermin  are 
kept  out,  on  rainv  days  the  chickens  have  shelter,  and  the  chickens  can  be  mm  ed  from  place  to  place  so 
they  will  not  bother  any  growing  crop.  Two  Colony  Houses  will  accommoJa,  uh>  chickens  up  to 
maturity. 

If  desired  to  mate  up  special  pens  for  breeding  purposes,  from  (.  to  lo  hens  and  a  male  bird  may 
be  mated  in  these  houses.
